CHICAGO, Dee. 
22.—The 
excite- 
ment attendant iipon the collapse of 
the National Bank of Illinois and its 
three dependent banks appears to 
have died out today. 
Runs of more 
or less magnitude were made 
yes- 
terday on several banking institu- 
tions, notably the 
Garden 
City 
Banking and Trast company. 
The 
doors of 
that 
institution 
were 
opened an hour 
before 
banking 
hours today, 
but by 10:30 with- 
drawals had ceased and depositors 
had trebled the amounts taken oiTt; 


Quite a crowd of people gathered 
at the Ulifiois Trust and Savings 
bank today, the similarity of the 
name with that of the collapsed 
National bank of Illinois deceiving 
many depositors and leading them 
to believe the Illinois Trust com- 
pany was in trouble. 
Depositors 
who wished to 
withdraw 
their 
money were quickly formed in line 
and everyone else requested to leave. 
The bank, however, took advantage 
of the sixty days' notice clause, and 
no withdrawals in sums over SlOO 
were allowed. 
This had the effect 
of greatly decreasing the line and 
withdrawals soon ceased. 
Similar 
action was taken at the Hibernian 
bank, where a small run was started 
and with a like effect. 


EVERYTHING QUIET. 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
22.—Comp- 
troller Eckels received a telegram 
early in the afternoon, stating that 
everything was quiet in Chicago, 
but containing no other news. 
The 
comptroller said that he did 
not 
care to talk concerning the situa- 
tion and that he did not know yet 
whether or not there would be any 
criminal proceedings brought on ac- 
count of the revelations concerning 
the failure. 
The first duty of ex- 
aminers placed in charge of failed 
national banks, he said, was to as- 
certain whether there had been any 
criminal violations of the law. 
He 
had received no report of any as yet, 
but if the examiner did find and re- 
port 
such 
violations, 
measures 
would be taken, of course, to prose- 
cute the parties reported. 


THE NATIONAL BANK OF ILLINOIS. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—^The assests of 
the National Bank of Illinois, which 
closed its doors yesterday, are said 
to include in addition to the $,476,- 
000 loaned to the Cg|lumet electric, 
§500,000 advanced to Robert Berger, 
a son-in-law of President 
George 
Schneider; 1500,000 advanced to G. 
A. Weiss, another son-in-law, 
and 
over $800,000 of doubtful 
debts. 
Berger is a partner in the firm of E. 


Dryer & Co., which also 
went 
into the hands of a receiver j'-ester- 
day. 
Mr. Weiss is a brewer. 
The 
losses by the failure will fall upon 
1,971 individual depositors and 350 
national, state and private banks. 
Included 
among 
the 
depositors 
are the treasurers of the city of 
Chicago, of Cook county, and of the 
state of Illinois. 
The deposits of 
the treasurers of the city of 
Chi- 
cago and Cook county will aggre- 
gate almost $1,000,000. The amount 
at the present time on deposit by 
the state treasurer is comparatively 
smaU. 
Among the depositors were 
many 
large corporarions and 
re- 
ceivers. They included the receivers 
of the Northern Pacific railroad and 
the receiver of the whisky trust. 
The deposits of E. S. Dryer & Co. 
include the funds of the West park 
board. 
The amount at the time the 
bank closed was about $310,000. 


Robert E. Jenkins, 
one of the 
directors of the National Bank of 
Illinois, says: 
"The directors did 
not know the size of the loan on the 
Calumet electric. 
The discovery of 
the condition of the loan was as 
much of a surprise to me as to 
the 
public. 
The same is true of the 
loan to Byer & Co. 
Tlie directors 
were unaware of the loans 
which 
appear to have carried the 
bank 
down, or were until the latter part 
of last week. 
I do not care to say 
who I believe was to blame for the 
directors being kept in the dark avS 
to the magnitude of these loans. 


Under the general call issued liy 
the comptroller of the currency, the 
national banks of this city have pre- 
pared a statement showing their 
condition at the close of business 
Dec!ember 17. 
The last 
previous 
statement was made October G. The 
fourteen banks show total loans of 
$63,639,322, as compared AAith IG3,- 
()65,693 October 6, a loss 'n loans of 
§25,470. 
The total depr 
sare^Ql,- 
391,452, as compared wi 
^83,258,- 
208, a gain of §11,133,244. 
The cash 
resources amount to $47,896,089, as 
compared with $37,761,503, a gain of 
i^l0,134,586. 
The legal requirement 
in reserve of 25 per cent, for tlie 
fourteen banks is $23,597,86;}, while 
there is held $47,896,089, or more 
than 50 jjer cent. 
Tlierc is held in 
excess of the legal 
re(]uiremonts, 
$24,298,226.

LONDON, Dec. 22.—A special dis- 
patch from Paris says it is suggested 
that Great Britain, Fi\ance and Italy, 
the three powers most interested, 
offer their services in the Cuban 
question in order to prevent a con- 
flict between Spain and the United 
States and to end the Cuban revolt. 


CUDAHY'S OIL PIPE BREAKS. 
Indiana Farmers AVill Sue for tlie Damage 
to Their Land. 


HARTFORD CITY, I n d . , Dec. 22.— 
The new Cudahy pipe line has been

One of the steel pipes of the 
oil line burst Saturday night in a

with great difficulty that the flow 
was checked and the break repaired. 
Farmers along the line are talking 
of suing the oil company to recover 
for damages sustained. Crate Pavey,

damages to his land because of the 
oil having rendered it useless.

Sometime last fall the 
county 
commissioners were asked by Lem- 
uel Lopsliire, a saloonkeeper 
at 
MaysATille, and Fred Schoerpf, a sa- 
loonkeeper at Leo, to renew 
their 
state licenses to sell intoxicating 
liquors in less quantities than a 
quart, or by the glass over the bar. 
The citizens 
of Springfield 
and 
Cedar Creek townships, 
the 
two 
townships in which these saloons 
are located, are opposed to saloons 
and a ma jority of the voters in each 
filed remonstrances. The result was 
that the commissioners refused to 
grant the licenses. 


But Lopshire and Schoerpf knew 
a way to get around this difBculty 
and they were not slow in a vailing 
themselves of it. 
Each of them se- 
cured government licenses, which 
permitted them to sell Mqnor by the 
quart, and they continued business 
by passing the intoxicating stuff out 
to their customers in bottles and 
buckets. 


At one of these places there was a 
pool, biUiard and card room adjoin- 
ing the saloon and through the par- 
tition a hole was cut so that the 
saloonkeeper could hand to his cus- 
tomers in the pool room liquor by 
the glass or bottle or in any way 
they might desire it. 


Under these new regidations both 
saloonkeepers did a big b.isiness 
and sold liquor even on Sunday. 
This caused the best citizens at both 
Maysville 
and 
Leo 
to 
get 
up 
in arms against the .saloons and 
the di'unkenness and disorder that 
they created and as a consequence 
affidavits were filed by the good citi- 
zens' leagues at Maysville and Leo 
against Lopshire and Schoerpf for 
sailing 
liquor without a 
license, 
selling on Sunday and to minors, 
and in less quantities than a quart. 
Schoerpf was arrested and 
taken 
before Jtistice Bullerman and the 
hearing of the cases against him 
was continued until next Monday 
morning at 9 o'clock. 


The cases against Lopshire will 
come up this afternoon before Jus- 
tice Bullerman, as Avill also cases 
against Ged Waifce, of 
MaysviUe, 
against whom affidavits of the same 
character have been filed.

NATION'S FINANCES. 


Carli.sle'.s Report of the Condi- 
tion of the Treasury, 


I T W I L L not be disputed that a 
joint resolution jiassed by congress 
and approved by the president—or, 
if vetoed by the president, passed 
over his veto—^has all the effect of a 
national statute, and it is the duty 
of the president, as well as of every 
citizen, to obey the laws of the re- 
public ; but it is none the less true 
that the recognition of the republic 
of Cuba is an executive act, and 
that the president may have en- 
larged discretion as to the tii^ie and 
method of giving that recognition. 
He might do it in a day, he might 
do it in a week, or he might delay it 
for mont^, acting upon informa- 
tion probably not within the knowl- 
edge of congress, for what he might 
think was foi* the best interests of 
both this country and Cuba. 


T H E R E are a queer lot of Ameri- 
can colonists in ancient Jerusalem, 
acicording to United States Consul 
Wallace. In a report to the state 
deimrtment he says that of the 530 
United States citizens residing in 
Palestine 438 are Jews w:ho are only 
nominally Americans having stop- 
ped in the United States on their 
way from Hussia to Palestine only 
long enough to take out American 
papers and passports. 
Of the other 
ninety-two, nearly all have come to 
Jerusalem because of some peculiar 
religious belief. The one idea which 
seems to possess them all is that 
there will be a second advent of our 
Lord and that this will take place in 
Jerusalem. 
Some of them, during 
their period of waiting, are suffer- 
ing for the necessaries of life but 
are content to endure privations in 
the hope of witnessing His coming.

Jesse Dobson, of 
Bartholomew

Samuel Robinson during a political 
rally in October last, has been sen- 
tenced to two years' imprisonment. 


The Prince ax works, of Pitts- 
burg, Pa., will be re-located at 
Alexandria, where the mammoth 
Kelly ax works are in full opera- 
tion. 
These two companies lead the 
ax trade. 


Lawson Steffy, near Bicknell, a 
well-to-do farmer, suddenly disap- 
peared from home, and after some 
time he was found at Mt. Vernon, 
HI., in a pitiable condition mentally, 
the result of grief over the recent 
death of two children. 


Burglars robbed a farmer, near 
Manilla, named Green, and within 
an hour bloodhounds were on the 
tnxil, which they followed for sev- 
eral hours, and until it became evi- 
dent that the thieves had escaped 
by a passing freight train. 


Mrs. Margery Millikin, the wife of 
Thos. M. Millikin. whom she mar- 
ried fifty-six years ago, has applied 
for a divorce. 
The defendant was 
formerly wealthy and influential, 
but he lost his fortune and was con- 
victed of forgery. 
He is now eighty 
years old, blind and an inmate of 
the Howard county infirmary. 


William H. Debson, of Summit- 
ville, recently declared insane, for 
years was the leading man of that 
commimity. Twice he was defeated 
as a democratic candidate for nomi- 
nation as treasurer of Madison coun- 
ty.

An«l Submits His Reasons for the lîe- 
tirement of the Orei-nb.-ioks ami 
Treasury >'i>tes. 


W A S H I N G T O N , Dec. 22.—Secretary 
Carlisle, in his annual report on the 
state of the finances, .shows the rev- 
enues of the government from all 
sources to have been $409,475,408, 
and the expenditures $434,673, .554, 
which leaves a deficit for the year 
ended June 40, 1896, of $25, 203,345. 
In addition to the ordinary revenues 
collected during the year, the cash 
in the treasury was increased by the 
following sums : 


From the sale of $100,000,000 of 4 
per cent, thirty year bonds, $111,- 
166,246, and from the issue of 4 per 
cent, bonds in liquidation of interest 
accrued on refunding certificates 
converted during the j'^ear, $4,130, 
making a total of $111,170,376. 
As 
compared with the fiscal year 1895, 
the receipts for 1896 increased $19,- 
102,205, of which the following prin- 
cipal items of increase : 


Customs, 
$7.863,134; 
internal 
revenue, 
$3,341192; 
profits 
on 
coinage, 
bullion 
deposited, 
etc., 
$1,256,512; 
potsal 
service, 
$5,- 
512,080. There is shown to have 
been a decrease in the ordinary ex- 
penditures of $4,015,852. 
The reve- 
nues of the government for the cur- 
rent fiscal year are thus estimated 
upon the basis of existing laws : 


From customs, $148,000,000. 
From internal revenue, $150,000,- 
000. 


Miscellaneous sources, 
$20,000, - 
000. 


From postal services, $89,793,120. 
Total estimated revenues, $407, - 
793,120. 


The expenditui-es for the same 
period are estimated at $472,293,120, 
leaving an estimated deficiency for 
the year of $64,500,000. 


It is estimated that upon the basis 
of existing laws the revenues for the 
fiscal year 1896 will be : 


From customs, $150,000,000. 
From interaal revenue, $155,000,- 
000. 


From miscellaneous sources, $20,- 
000,000. 


From the postal service, $96,227,- 
075. 


Total estimated revenues, $421,- 
227,076. 


The estimates of appropriations 
required for the same period, ex- 
clusive of sinking fund, amounted 
to $466,946,047, which leaves an es- 
timated deficiency for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1898, of $45,718,970. 
These estimates of receipts and ex- 
penditures, the secretary says, are 
made upon the assumption that 
there will be no substantial change 
in existing business conditions and 
that the present scale of public ex- 
penditures will not be reduced. But 
if our ordinary business activity 
should be resumed, and the consump- 
tion of articles subject to taxation 
should increase to its normal pro- 
portions, there ûiay be, in fact, the 
secretary says, no deficiency in our 
revenues. 
In his review of the re- 
ports of the bureau officers of the 
department, the secretary j)ays a 
high compliment to the revenue cut- 
ter service, and says : 
"There has 
not been a single year in the history 
of the service, when with its old and 
badly adapted class of vessels and 
depleted personnel, its 
resources 
have been so severely taxed, and 
yet an incomparable record of serv- 
ice rendei-ed is presented." 


In his discussion of the currency 
question the secretary makes an ex- 
haustive argument in favor of the 
retirement from circidation of the 
United States greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes. 


' 'Although, ' ' he says, ' 'the actual 
ability of the government to redeem 
its notes promptly in gold coin rmiy 
be undisputed, still the question 
whether they will or ought to be so 
redeemed must always be open to 
public discussion 
and it is well 
known that the constant agitation 
of this question during the past few

mode and manner of their redemp- 
tion, aiM as to the means of i)rocur- 
ing and maintaining a coin reserve 
for that purpose, will be made polit- 
ical issues, and so long as these 
remain in politics public confidence 
in the sta bility of our currency must 
be more or less disturbed. 


"No system of coinage that can 
be devised will furnish the govern^ 
ment with either gold or silver, un- 
less it pays for it with means already 
collected, by taxation, or by con- 
tracting an indebtedness to be paid 
by the people in the future. 


"I am thoroughly convinced that 
the retirement and cancellation of 
Ünited States notes of both classes, 
under such reasonable limitations 
and restrictions as to time and 
methods as congress may see projjer 
to iirescribe, or as a prudent secre- 
tary of the treasury would adopt in 
the execution of his official discre- 
tion, would not result, either per- 
manently or temporarily, in an in- 
jurious contraction of the currency.

An liour before quitting time last 
evening a notice was postixl 
upon 
the bulletin boards in tbe loeoniotive

The 
notice came as a surprise to the 
men, who suspected nothing of the 
kind until the matter was brought 
bofore them in the aforesaid man- 
ner. 


The reason given for suspending 
operations was that so much of the 
appropriation for December shop ex- 
penses had been consumed by the 
car department, where an unusually 
large fox'ce has been employed from 
ten to fifteen hours per day, and the 
allowance would not admit the con- 
tinuance until the end of the 
month of full operations in the loco- 
motive department. 


This was the situation last even- 
ing when Mr. Potter left for the 
east, and it made'the men effected 
feel pretty "blue." 


A telegram from Mr. Potter, re- 
ceived at noon today, conveyed the 
cheerful intelligence that he had 
succeeded in securing an" additional 
appropriation sufficient to keep all 
the departments of the great works 
in operation for the balance of the 
year and that work should be re- 
sumed tomorrow morning. 
Wlien 
the men left the shop last night, it 
was with the understanding that 
they were not expected to return 
again until January 2. The above 
will, therefore, be a joyful surprise 
to them. 
About 300 men were 
affected by the order closing the 
locomotive department. 


A' TWO-CENT A MILE MOVE. • 
The rfii^roads are preparing to 
make a sirbrig fight against a bill to 
make the legal rate of fare two 
cents a , mile in Indiana. A large 
lobby Will be in Indianapolis to 
work against the bill, which is sur^ 
to be introduced and the railroad 
labor organizations will take part 
against it.

used by the railroads is that if such 
a bill is passed, it will result in a re- 
duction of wages.
